SIMULATED EMERGENCY TEST. 1978 
On January 28, 1978 the MOUNT DIABLO 
AMATEUR RADIO CLUB (MDARC) members participated 
in a Simulated Emergency Test (SET) conducted 
under the guidance of the State of California 
2151 Berkeley Way, 
Berkeley, California. 


CDH-Berkeley operated under the callsign 


lof their Amateur Radio support station WBO6WML, 


representing the "State Health Amateur 
Emergency Service" (SHARES). 


The purpose of this SET was to gain ex- 
perience in handling messages relating to the 
evacuation of medical problem cases for 
disaster agencies (MEDIVAC). . 


For the SET operation ae scenario re- 
vealed a major earthquake had occurred in the 
Oakland area; that the Oakland-South Alameda 
Chapter of the American National Red Cross 
(ANRC) had been requested to furnish triage 
medivac information to be transmitted to ANRC 
chapters in Sacramento and Los Angeles Via 
SHARES, Military Amateur. Radio Service (MARS), 
West Coast Amateur Radio Service (WESTCARS), 
and other Amateur Radio service networks.

Using some of the figures that are in the 
column on the left, it can be shown that the 
CARRIER expenses were close to 80% of the 
money that came in as dues. Where did the 
CARRIERS go? About 86% went to the members, 
5% went to other clubs, 3% went to organiza- 
tions, 2% went to visitors, 4% went to new 
licensees, speakers, our files, and handouts.
